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ACADEMICS 


The  heart  of  Shawnigan  is  the  academic  experience  of  each  student.  And  if  the  academic  programme  is  hte  heart, 
then  each  subject  is  a  bloodline.  Sometimes  when  I  watch  students  and  teachers  move  around  the  campus,  I  think 
of  the  title  of  a  Tim  O'Brien  short  story,  "The  Things  They  Carried."  I  know  that  in  the  collective  mind  of  our 
teachers,  we  carry  a  passion  for  learning  and  for  teaching;  I  know  that  in  the  collective  mind  of  our  students  htere 
exists  a  deep  desire  to  know  more,  to  understand  more.  Sometimes  I  see  a  student  emerge  late  from  a  tutorial,  and 
I  can  tell  from  their  body  language  that  something  marvelous  has  happened.  It's  in  the  way  they  carry  their  heads, 
usually,  as  if  the  entire  body  was  built  simply  to  protect  the  special  cargo  of  the  brain  and  mind.  It's  as  if  they  don't 
want  to  jar  anything  until  they're  certain  an  idea  has  settled  permanently.  Shawnigan  is  all  about  learning,  and  yet 
we  sometimes  take  this  fact  for  granted.  Year  after  year,  we  place  fine  students  in  fine  universities  across  North 
America  and  abroad.  And  I  know  that  the  things  they  carry  away  include  more  than  a  few  ideas  and  some  high 
percentages.

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The  Mathematics  programme  at  Shawnigan  is  designed  to  provide  the  skills  and  concepts  a  student  needs  to  prepare  fo 
future  study  in  college  or  university.  Those  students  who  need  a  firm  grounding  in  calculus  have  an  opportunity  to  stud} 
Advanced  Placement  Calculus  while  others  may  chose  to  complete  their  high  school  work  with  Mathematics  11  or  1 2.  Ou 
results  on  the  college  Board's  test  in  Calculus  over  a  number  of  years  have  been  very  pleasing  with  over  one-third  of  ou 
candidates  earning  the  highest  ranking  available,  "extremely  well  qualified"  while  the  remainder  have  placed  at  the  "wel 
qualified"  standing.  The  results  on  the  Mathematics  12  examination  have  been  consistently  well  above-average.  Each  yea 
a  number  of  Shawnigan  students  participate  in  the  Canadian  Mathematics  competitions.  There  are  three  contests  in  tht 
competition,  one  each  for  grades  9,  10,  and  1 1 .  Across  the  country  over  25  000  students  participate  in  each  of  the  contest: 
and  our  results  have  been  quite  gratifying.  While  this  year's  results  are  not  available  yet,  in  the  past  evveral  of  our  student: 
have  scored  at  or  above  the  ninetieth  percentile.  This  is  a  significant  achievement  and  one  in  which  students  can  tak< 
considerable  pride.  We  live  in  a  world  where  there  is  a  demand  for  people  who  can  solve  real-world  problems  and  who  cai 
communicate  those  solutions.  The  goal  of  the  mathematics  department  is  that  all  of  our  students  understand  and  appreciati 
the  mathematics  they  are  studying.  We  also  hope  that  they  enjoy  math!
